Response to Arguments 

1 . Examiner's indication of allowability dated May 13, 2004 and Applicant's 
amendment with respect to claims 1, 2 and 4 to 6 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1,2 and 4 to 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Japanese patent 41101 2684. 

4. The machine-English translation of JP'684 in paragraph 10 discloses a steel alloy 
with constituents whose wt% ranges overlap those recited by claims 1 and 4 to 5; such 
overlap establishes a prima facie case of obviousness because it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to select the claimed alloy ranges from the 
broader disclosure of the prior art has the same utility (structural steel) and similar 
properties of cold workability, cold work hardening and high strength, see MPEP 
2144.05. 
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5. The English -machine translation in paragraph 1 of JP'684 disclose using steel to 
make structural components such as a shaft which would be patentably equivalent to 
pipe recited by claim 1 since they are similar in shape. 

6. Also the English abstract of JP'"684 discloses a microstructure wherein ferrite 
has an average grain size of not more than 40 microns and pearlite at not more than 30 
microns which overlap with applicant's ferrite and pearlite ranges of at least 25 microns 
and 4 to 20 microns, respectively. Since applicant has not demonstrated criticality of 
the more narrowly claimed grain size ranges (e.g. by comparative test data), then 
claims would not patentably distinguish over prior art. 

7. More specifically, JP , 684 in tables 7 and 9 disclose specific steel alloy examples 
which appear to meet or closely meet the claimed composition and microstructural 
limitations recited by claims 1 and 4 to 5. 

8. The English -machine translation of JP'684 in paragraph 14 discloses 
spheroidize annealing in paragraph 14 which would spheroidize pearlite and/or 
cementite and hence meet claim 2.
